In the previous Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief dated 06/06/2006 the Examiner stated , "ftlhe Summary of 
Claimed Subject Matter section does not map the specification page and line numbers as well as the Figures to each of 
the independent claims as required by 37 CFR 41.37(c)(1)(v)." The Appelant responded to this by rewritting the 
Summary of Claimed Subject Matter reciting the claim language, referring to the specification by page and line number 
and drawings. The Summary should contain a concise explanation of the "subject matter 1 ' defined in the independent 
claims involved in the appeal not a reiteration of the claim language itself. In response to this Notice the Examiner 
suggests using the Summary included in the Appeal Brief filed 03/10/2006 (concise explaination of the subject matter 
referring the specification and Figs.) and add the claim number where the Summary maps to each independent claim. 
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
